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Rev. Par. 1 of Draft NSAM 

(1) Restlrictions should be placed upon diplomatic and official 
representatives of Soviet bloc countries in the U.S. on the basis of 
reciprocity for restrictions placed upon U.S. representatives in each 
Soviet bloc country except where there are overriding requirements of 
national defense and internal security. In such cases a group composed 
of representatives of the Departments of State, Defense, Justice and 
CIA shall assess these factors and determine the nature and feasible 
applicability of specific restrictions going beyond reciprocity which 
will best serve our national interests." 
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
